Some of the things a worker must 
do in order to quality for old age iu- 
surance benefits, us provided in the 
amendments 
to 
the Foetal .Security 
Act, were explained by VV. K. Seizer, 
manager of the Fort Worth office of 
Che Social Security Board. 
“The amount of wages one must 
have earned in order to qualify for 
benefits is $50 or more in each of six 
calendar quarters 
after January 
I, 
3987. Calendar quarters are the three 
months beginning January I, April I, 
July I, aud October I, of any one year. 
The quarters in which a worker earn-j 
cd $50 or more, in jobs covered by the* 
old age and survivors insurance pro 
gram, are called ‘quarters of cover 
age*.” 
J 


Seizer explained that in order to 
qualify for benefits, a wage earner j 
‘must have worked in covered employ- j 
merit for at least half the quarters 
since January I, 1937, and up to the J 
time he becomes t>5 or dies. In any I 
case he must have had at least six I 
quarters of coverage. When a worker 
acquires 40 quarters of coverage, he 
is qualified to receive old-age insur- i 
unco benefits when he becomes Ho or. 
rd in's, whether or not he continued 
to work in employment covered bv th" 
old-age and survivors insurance pro­ 
gram until i^e time of bis retirement, 
Of course, if he does continue to work j 
in covered employment, he will con­ 
tinue to accumulate wage credits. 
“('blinis may be filed,” Setzer said, 
“when workers are ready to retire at 
the age of 65 or over. Benefits are not I 
payable as long us a worker is em­ 
ployed on a job covered by the social 
security program for w hich he is paid | 
as much as $15 a month.
